WASHINGTON, March 16.-In exe- 
cutive session of the Senate today 
Senator Stewart of Nevada offered an 
amendment to the Alaskan boundary 
‘treaty which is in the nature’ of a 
substitute for the provision for ascer- 
taining the meridian.

There is no doubt that Corbett has 
been greatly worked up over the fight 
and he gave way to his pent-up feel- 
ings today. His condition was attrib- 
uted to the fact that he had not heard 
from his wife for two days, owing to 
the failure of the mail train to con- 
nect with Carson, and another cause 
of his worry was the break-down of his 
brother Joe. Joe has been brooding so 
much over the outcome of the battle 
that he has been unable to sleep dur- 
ing the past two nights, and this morn- 
ing he told Jim what his condition was. 
That, in itself, might have been 
enough to unnerve the champion, but 
Joe went a trifle further. He said that 
he felt nervous; he did not believe he 
would be equal to the task of appear- 
ing in the ring with Jim as one of his 
seconds. 

There is strong brotherly feeling he- 
tween Jim and Joe and*the fact that. 
the younger brother declined to carry 
out the programme originally mapped 
out, was no doubt largely responsible 
for Jim’s temporary. nervous collapse. 

The sports, however, don’t like the 
looks of this nervous attack, as they 
think it shows that Corbett is trained 
too fine. Fitz was cool as usual today 
and seemed in high spirits. = 

A piece of news was given out today 
by Dan Stuart that will relieve the 
minds of a great many foul-weather 
prophets. 

“If tomorrow is a cloudy day,” said 
Stuart, “both fighters have agreed to 
postpone the battle until the following 
day.

Times’ Own Correspondent 
Mingles with the Sluggers.

CARSON, March 16.—[Special Dis- 
patch.) ° A gory-eyed special, with Los 
Angeles well to the front, shot into Car- 
son about twenty minutes after noon 
today, and discharged a load of shiver- 
ing human freight. Ten Pullman 
coaches pulled out from Sacramento 
last night as the second section of the 
San Francisco overland, and of these 
eight or nine continued to Carson from 
the junction at Reno. Everybody was 
feeling good, but the frosty air made 
them hungry as bears and the first 
break made was for the eating-houses, 
all of which at shat hour were choked 
with patrons, but the Los Angeles con- 
tingent, or most of it, found a chance at 
the Arlington House to stow away 
grub. 

The hour was late, and the Angelefios 
were tired when they left Sacramento, 
and no wonder. After a long ride from 
the Sunny Southland they hailed the 
halt at the Capital City as a welcome 
relief, and proceeded to make the most. 
of it. They visited the Statehouse; 
some of them called on the State 
Printer, where a few cold bottles were 
opened, and others stretched their legs 
in walks about the burg. The conse- 
quence was that sO much exercise 
brought them up at the depot at.9:30 or 
10 o’clock at night, pretty well fagged 
out. It was some time later before the

rived and a special was made up, with 
the Marysville delegates behind the en- 
gine to keep off the soot, and a Pullman 
car bearing streamers on its sides with 
the legend, “‘Los Angeles Athletic Club 
Special,” next in liné.

have always believed thirteen to be a 
lucky number, and now I ‘now it is, for 
it is a wonder that any one of us re- 
turned to Carson with unbroken bones. 
Such a wild ride I never made before. 
Every minute, as those frenzied beasts 
tore over the rough roads, our cockle- 
shell threatened to collapse beneath us. 
It craeked and heaved and groaried and 
would not be quiet. Twice we were on 
the verge of being upset by.the an- 
cient’s reckless driving; once we nearly 
tore a wheel off a hack pursuing a 
course opposite to our own, and yet a 
madder, merrier crowd I never mingled 
with. I think their very defiance of the 
consequences saved them from dire 
disaster. 
It must not be thought that we 
chose this prehisteric ruin to convey 
us to our destinations from mere in- 
difference. Every vehicle that could 
be brought into service was tearing 
along these same roads with its load 
of human freight, going to see Fitz or 
going to see Corbett. The ramshackle 
wag the only thing at hand which 
coyld hold us all ,and time was precious 
and away we went. A fog was settling 
down over the lonely road to Shaw’s 
Springs, where Corbett trained, and 
the bare and rumpled hills to the left 
and behind us were smeared with snow, 
over which a chill wind blew. Patches 
of snow on low lands gave a mottled 
appearance to the scene and added to 
the feeling of dullness and oppression 
Which might have. prevailed if there 
had been any time for such a thing. 
About two miles from town, we came 
upon Corbett’s quarters, attention being 
directed thereto from a distance by a. 
newly-erected and unpainted barn 
which does service for a handball court 
for the champion. A long, low struc- 
ture, half bar-room, half dining-room, 
occupies the foreground on the right as 
you approach, and behind this “hotel” 
is another barn, while on the left is a 
dirty cream-colored story-and-ahalf 
cottage, where Corbett resides, twenty- 
five feet away from the greenish, 
Steaming waters known as Shaw’s 
Springs, which are protected by a small 
red structure. | 
Corbett was standing at the bar in 
the. little crowded barroom. I got 
a grasp of his hand, a flash of recog- 
mition, a smile, and a “Glad to see you” 
as I recalled to his memory where I 
had last met him. There was-ne-filab- 
binness, no weakness in that grasp. 
His fist was hard as iron andhis pressure 


and then adjourned to the porch of his 
cottage, followed by an admiring 
crowd. 

A youth belonging to the Marysville 
party ‘pressed upon Corbett an auto- 
graph album and a pen and demanded 
his signature. Corbett complied with- 
out a murmer, holding the book against 


his name and date. ,

“Till do nothing of the sort” said 
the pugilist. ‘It might happen differ- 
ently and I do, not want it said that 
Jim Corbett on the 16th of March, 
signed himself Champion of the World 
and had to wipe.it out the next day.” 

Here Dr. John A. Layton of New 
York, whom -he recognized as an old 
friend, became spokesman of the party 
and asked Corbett how he was feeling. 

“Very well, indeed,” was the reply. 
— questioning elicited the follow- 

ng: 

“I am tired of training; it’s so lone- 
some you know. A man is cut off from’ 
the world and has no pleasures; goes 
to bed early and rises early. and ex- 
ercises the first thing in the morning 
with dumb bells, and the last thing 
at night with dumb bells. I gave-mine 
away yesterday and after the fight I 
am going to get rid of all this para- 
phernalia. 

‘Yes, Iam sorry that the papers have 
pictured Carson as covered with ‘snow. 
It has had its effect on the attendance, 
which will not be nearly as big as ex- 
pected. I am sorry, too, that trains 
will be late tomorrow. I expect an ex- 
citing fight, and if I Tick Fitzsimmons 
FI will. have licked the best man in the 
world except myself. Yes, he is a dan- 
gerous man. His friends are not bet- 
‘ting much, but they are confident that 
he will win.” 

Corbett spoke in a modest way all 
through the conversation, and then was 
thoughtful. A far-away look came into 
his eyes as he said: ‘Yes, he is a dan- 
gerous man.”’ There was nothing of the 
boaster about him. If anything, I 
should say his appearance indicated 
weariness of mind, though not of flesh. 
He is looking older than I expected to 
see him, but his flesh is hard and firm, 
and he looks as fit ascan be except fcr 
a certain yellowness about the eyes. I 
saw nothing in his manner to indicate 
that he will not make the fight of his 
life, and sentiment among the Ange- 
lefios predominates in his favor... Prink 
says seventeen rounds, and McStay fif- 
teen, but I will venture that it will be 
less than ten, or not more than seven- 
teen. 

We saw Jeffries, the East Los Angeles 
boxer, who is in fine form and had 
gained from 198 pounds to about 212 
stripped. He looks a husky match for 
his size. 

Fitzsimmons’s quarters are located 
among a group of cottonwoods on 
Cook’s ranch, three miles from Carson, 
in a different direction from Corbett’s, 
the road leading past the penitentiary. 
They are much more neat and comfort- 
able than Corbett’s. Fitz, attired in a 
blue sweater and  pepper-and-salt 
trousers, was pitching horseshoes with 
Bat Masterson under the trees when we 
arrived. His great Dane, Yarrum, a 
massive specimen of doghood, lay 
stretched near by, and his master sub- 
sequently set him after two calves in 
an adjoining field, who had locked 
horns, but the young bovines easily ran 
away from the ponderous dog.

PANAMA CANAL. : 

Plan of the Present Work on the 

Big Ditch. 

NEW YORK, March 16.—The Herald 
this morning publishes the following 
special from Panama: 
. From data furnished by the technical 
‘commission employed on ‘the survey of 
the Pandma canal, to arrive at the 
most feasible and financially practical 
plan for its construction, a report has 
been made by the directors showing 
the plan of work for the present. In 
part it says: 2 

The profile of the lock canal will be 
as follows: The elevation of the sum- 
mit level, bottom of channel, will be 
$4 metres above the mean sea level. 
Though the elevation of 34 metres is 
adopted as a starting point for the 
‘proposed work, it is not to be consid- 
ered as unchangeable. The company 
will endeavor, either during its in- 
vestigation or while work is in prog- 
ress, to lower as far as possible the 
channel at the divide below the eleva- 
tion of 34 metres, should the condition 
for excavating the large cutting which 
will constitute the divide, be 
favorable. 

‘he harbor channel at the Atlan- 
tic end would be about mean sea level, 
the tide being of no account at that 
point. The harbor channel at the Pa- 
cific will on the contrary, vary be- 
tween the elevation of high tide and 
and elevation of low tide. The tgtal 
rise from the bottom of the sea chan- 
nel to the above mentioned elevation of 
48 metres would be 43 metres on the 
Atlantic side and would reach 46 metres 
on the Pacific side. a 
“fhe rise will be provided for by 
five locks on.each slope. The maxi- 
mum lift of each lock has been put 
up at 10 metres, and thisi s one of 
the considerations that have determined 
the elevation of the bottom summit 
level not higher than 34 metres. 

“On the Atlantic slope are two suc- 
eessive locks at the kilometric point, 
twenty-four at Bahia Soldado and 
three successive locks at Obispo. On 
the Pacific slope are one lock at Mira- 
| flores, two successive locks at Pedro 
Miguel and two successive locks at 


Paraiso. 

“The water supply for the canal will 
be taken from the Chagress River by 
means of a dam to be erected at a 
higher point and from there carried to 
the summit level canal; a very favor- 
able site for the erection of this re- 
taining dam is found at Alhajuela. The 
water will be carried either by metal 


conduits, under pressure, by open 
ditches or by combination of the two 
systems. 


“The locks will be built sufficiently 
large to accommodate the largest trad- 
ing vessels. Thee will be in pairs of a 
clear length of 200 metres and a width 
of 25 metres for one and 18 
metres for the other. In the vi- 
cinity of the high and low docks will 
be various basins for the vessels so as 
to facilitate their mpvements as they 
pass in and out and to allow them to 
pass among those waiting at the docks. 
At the summit level, which includes 
the great cutting about seven kilo- 
metres in length, the normal width of 
the canal will be 25 metres at 
the bottom and 50 at the water line. 
At the two ends of the channel near 
the locks there will be, by the. build- 
ing of dams attached to the locks to 
close the channels, small lakes forming 
anchorages and waiting basins for the 
vessels. Toward the middle of the chan- 


vessels. It is proposed to give the en- 
trance of the canal on the Pacific side 


with long slopes of five to one on ac- 
count of the swampy nature of the 
grounds. Under these conditions ves- 
sels could pass one another throughout 
the entire length of the channel. 

“The above-described plan will require 
a change in location of the Panama 
Railroad in the portion: between Bahia 
and Miraflores, for a distance of about 
forty kilometres, This change in lo- 
cation will be made to the east of the 
canal, so as to avoid the railway cross- 
ing the canal.”

DEATH BY DYNAMITE 


SPANISH SOLDIERS MEET A 
HORRIBLE FATE. 


Insurgents Blew Up a Troop Train 
as it Was Crossing a High — 
Trestle. 


\A TERRIBLE WRECK RESULTED. 


FIVE HUNDRED MEN WERE If 
THE DISASTER, | 


About Half of Them Were Killed 
and the Rest Taken Prisoners. 
Gen, Gomez Reported to Be. 
Badly Wounded. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
-NEW YORK, March 16.—-A Havana 
special to the World says: Through 
Cubans here it is learned that a train 
carrying Spanish troops was blown up 


by dynamite while passing over a ,déep. 


gorge south of Candelaria, Pinar..del 
Rio province, and nearly two hundred 
and fifty soldiers were killed or injured. 
The locomotive and six cars were de- 
molished. The tragedy occurred about 
the 10th inst. 
The Spanish: general, Arail, had 
learned of the projected insurgent at- 
tack, supposedly in San Cristobal,,and 
he sent off 500 troops in armored cars 
to reinforce the garrison there. About 
ten miles from San Cristobal the road 
crossed a deep gorge on a very high 
bridge about five hundred feet long. 
The insurgents learning of the de- 
parture of the train, lined the bridge 
at both ends and the center with heavy 
charges of dynamite, connecting the ex- 
plosive by wires with a battery in the 
woods. 
near by. It is understood the Minse 
brothers were in command and that 
Capt. John Lynn, the young American 
electrical engineer who has made him- 


self famous in Cuba by his work 
the dynamite gun, contrived the affair. — 
The train approached the bridge 


about 3 o’clock in the morning. When 
fully on it, all of the charges were 
exploded, the engine and cars flew into 
the air like so many chips and fell 
into the deep gorge below, crushing 
dead and injured alike. The wreckage 
caught fire. 

As soon as the explosion occurred 
the insurgents dashed from their am- 
buscade with a wild cry and began to 
massacre. But for the timely hoisting 
of a white flag by Col. Mores, who 
was in command of the Spanish forcés, 


every man would have been machete 


As it was, the Cubans secured 
prisoners, including ten officers. The 
private soldiers, after being divested of 
most of their uniforms, were released 
and sent to San Cristobal, the officers 
being retained as hostages for twenty- 
five insurgents who are held at Ar- 
temisa and threatened with death. 
The Spaniards here admit the dyna- 
miting of the train but claim the de- 
tails are exaggeratde . 

Word comes from Santa Clara of two 
fierce engagements.on Thursday and 
Friday in which the Spaniards lost 
heavily. Five battalions of troops 
‘gent to that place yesterday. .

CORNERING SUGAR. 


Importers Making Haste to Antici. 
pate the New Tariff. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


BOSTON, March 16.—The wholesale 


sugar market in this city has entered 
upon an interesting phase. In antici- 
pation of the new tariff bill which is 
expected to go into effect on May 1, 
the sugar importers are actively en- 
gaged in buying up all available sugar, 
both in the markets of Germany and 
Cuba, for prompt shipment to this coun- 
try, in an effort to get the commodity 
into the market’ without paying the 
government the new tariff. ; 

The comparatively small sugar ossast 
of Cuba has made it necessary to de- 
pend largely on Java and Germany for 
the product, and a larger percentage of 
the article imported here during. the 
past year has’ come from tHt#e two 
countries, 

There is now stored in Hamburg for 
shipment to this city alone more than 
15,000 tons of raw sugar, and steamers 
are being sent for it as rapidly as they 
can be chartered and loaded. Four 
large steamers are now due here from 
Hamburg, and six large vessels from 
West Indian ports.

Corbett and Fitzsimmons Prepared 
for the Fray. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CARSON (Nev.,) March 16.—Corbett 
,and Fitzsimmons have completed their 
training. Nothing remains to be done 
except to appear in the ring tomorrow 
morning and by their prowess decide 
which is the better pugilist and en- 
titled to the (to them) proud distinction 
ef “Champion of the World.” 

They will battle for supremacy In 
the presence of a crowd of several 


thousand people; perhaps the largest |. 


number that ever witnessed such an 
athletic contest. Both men are in the 
pink of condition, Corbett according to 
the best judges, being more perfect 
physically than Fitzsimmons. They 
have worked hard and long. Corbett 
has tired out his trainers, while Fitz- 
simmons’s assistants are said to be 
still fresh. Principals and others are 
doubtles glad the end is so near. Cor- 
bett is the favorite as he has been all 
along, but many believe Fitzsimmons 
has a good chance to win, since, they 
Bay, it is only necessary to land once 
‘to knock out his opponent. 
The town was livelier this afternoon 
. than yesterday, owing to the fresh ar- 
Tivals of visitors. Two special trains, 
-one from the Coast and the other from 
the East, came in, bringing several hun- 
dred people.

* Both men have carefully planned 
their battles, and while neither will 
discuss the matter, it is evident that 
both have given the matter much 
thought. Their plans of -battle are 
well understood, however, notwith- 
standing the secrecy which has been 
maintained by the fighters and their 
trainers. Corbett will fight a careful 
battle, and for several rounds, at least, 
will endeavor to keep his antagonist 
at length. When he considers 
that he has worn Fitzsimmons down 
‘somewhat, he ‘will go in for closer 
work and endeavor to win. For the 
first five rounds at least it is the in- 
tention of the Corbett party to have 
their.man fight in a defensive manner, 
particularly with his hands. Corbett 
at first will endeavor to draw Fitzsim- 
mons into making leads and rely on 
the chance of landing a counter. Fitz- 
simmons has also planned to be a tri- 
‘fle slow for the first round or two, but 


after that he will endeavor to get close 


to his man and land one of those awful 
right-handers which have so many 
times returned him a winner. 
Fitzsimmons is not capable, by rea- 
rson of his aggressive temperament, of 
remaining upon the defensive for any 
great length of time, and he knows 
well that his strength lies in offensive 
fighting. Heis in most respects an ab- 
-normal man, and he does not talk, act 
or think according to accepted stand- 
ards. - In all things he is unconventional 
and original. He follows methods in 
-his training which will not suit one 
man in thousands, but under them he 
conditions himself to perfection. He 
er according to notions of his own 
and is always victorious. He said to- 
day of himself: “I never fought any 
man on the same plan that I fought 
‘anybody before him, and I never try 
to tell myself how to fight before I 
begin. When the time comes I go at it 
as my instinats tell me, and that is 
‘all I can tell anybody.” 
“Fitzsimmons’s plan of battle,” said 
Julian, “is known only to himself, ex- 
cept:in the merest outline. He is the 
gueqes t man I ever saw, and although 
have been with him for many years, 
I do not understand him at all. I 
have given up trying to understand 
him. He always has something up his 
sleeve, and he has it now, but I have 
nothing. I have given up trying to 
guess him. I just get along with him 
the best way I can and let the results 
care of themselves.” 
Fitzsimmons declared today”that in 
case he loses the fight he will leave 
the country. “What else is there for 
me to do?’ he asked. “I cannot get 
any more matches in the middle-weight 


_ Class and, if I lose this, it will show 


that Iam not in the heavy-weight 
class; and then, as I can’t act like Cor- 
bett, there is nothing for me to do but 
out. I expect to win, of course, 
ut any man may lose a fight, and, of 
‘course there is a chance of my losing 
‘this one. A’ fighter always takes 
chances, no matter who: he is up 
against. One thing is sure, if I lose I 
quit the United States.” 
CORBETT READY. FOR THE FRAY. 
» Corbett spent the last day before 
ithe “battle very quietly. He arose 
about 8 o’clock, and, after a brief 
promenade on the rickety veranda of 
the springs hotel, did ample justice 
to hjhis breakfast. For an hour he 
lounged about the mussy little bar- 
room: and parlor, reading papers and 
making occasional remarks concerning 
his antagonist of tomorrow, in the 
sothewhat uncomplimentary vein usual 
to, his opinions of the auburn-haired 
pugilist, Trainers White and Delaney 
did not allow their man out of. their 
sight, watehing him with a solicitude 
that was comically hen-like. 
» “We have got him to just the point 
we want him,” said Delaney, “and 
don’t intend to Jet him run any risk 
of any kind.” The big fighter ac- 
cepted the close guardianship  good- 
maturedly, although he frequently re- 
minded his trainers that he very well 
realized the importance of being care- 


ful. 
The curious crowds which thronged 


the vicinity of Shaw’s Springs all day 
were rigorously excluded from Cor- 
bett’s. quartere, White having an- 
nounced that his man be kept quiet 
and away from all excitement. — 

The champion’s father arrived on the 
early train from the Coast, and re- 
ceived a warm welcome when he 
reached the camp. Harry and Joe 
Corbett, with their father, spent the 
greater part of the day with their 
pugilistic relative, all of them being 
confident that, victory awaits Jim to- 
morrow. 

During the forenoon and afternoon 


was permitted little of any other sort 
of exrecise. 

Among the sub-trainers and other 
attachés of the camp there was an 
‘apparent effort to conceal the intense 
interests and excitement resulting from 
the near approach of the event of the 
Celtic Saint’s day. Big Jeffries and 
McVey nervously paced back and forth 
through the quarters, or awkwardly 
joked with their acquaintances, keep- 
ing as much as possible gut of the 
sight of their chief. Jolly little ““Kid’”’ 
Egan, who, through the month of hard 
work, has béen the fun-maker of the 
camp, was full of illy-suppressed en- 
thusiasm, his long association with 
Corbett having made it impossible to 
see any possibility of defeat for his 
big patron. Delaney and White, both 
veterans of the training quarters, were 
‘more self-contained, but even they 
gave some evidences of nervousness. 
Throughout the camp, from the cook. 
and bar-keper to the champion, a feel- 
ing of cdénfidence prevailed. ‘‘We can’t 
lose,” was the unanimous sentiment 
and a sentiment which found frequent 
and vigorous expression. 

From 6 o’clock in the morning until 
late at night the camp was beseiged 
by hundreds of visitors. All sorts of 
vehicles from stage coaches to bicycles 
crowded the inclosure about the hotel, 
and the murky little bar-room did a 
business which left the traditional old- 


The members of the constantly-shifting 
crowd were almost all of them Corbett 
admirers,. and the man who had bet a 
cheap cigar, and the man who had wag- 
ered his bank account vied with one an- 
other in singing the praises of him 
‘“twho had licked John L. and who would 
not do a thing, oh, no; not a thing to 
Fitz," as the barkeeper put it. The-en- 
thusiasts were much disappointed at 
not being allowed to see and talk to 
their favorite, but White firmly refused 
the frequent requests. 

“You can just say for me,” said Cor- 
bett,.as he sat at luncheon with his 
father and brothers, “that L am going 
to win. I have waited a long time to 
get a crack at his fellow, and now I 
intend to show him what I can do. I 
don’t want to do any loud talking. 
There will soon be something to do be- 
sides talk, and then I wil show the 
public that my confidence is well 
founded.” 

Late in the day White decided to let 
Corbett take a little exercise in the 
handball court, and the champion 
played four games, easily winning three 
of them. A short walk about 5 o’clock 
ended his exercise for the day. 

Just who will be in Corbett’s corner 
tomorrow has not yet been decided. 
White, Delaney and McVey will, of 
course, second their man, but who the 
fourth man will be is still a matter of 
doubt. Corbett has intimated that he 
would like to have his brother Joe be- 
hind him, but White favors John Don- 
aldson, who arirved today and who has 
had much experience as time-keeper for 
Corbett. 

Corbett expects to rise about 7 o’clock 
tomororw, but will do no work of any 
kind. He will hold a conference with his 
trainers, at which final instructions will 
be given, and a general style of battle 
will be decided upon. 

The start for the arena: will be made 
about 9 o’clock, the fighter being accom- 

anied by Brady, White, Delaney, Mc- 
“Vey and Joe Corbett. The big three- 
‘seated coach, drawn by four horses,

ters, will carry the party to the battle- 
ground. As soon as Corbett arrives in 
his dressing-room he will be thoroughly 
rubbed down and that will end every- 
thing but the fighting.

He will wear 
in the ring the red, white and blue belt, 
with green trimmings, made for him by 
his wife, but will lay it aside before 
the call of time. 


FITZ IN FINE FETTLE. 


Fitzsimmons did no work today, with 
the exception of taking a run to 
penitentiary about a mile from his 
house. There he took a bath and trotted 
home again. This comprised all of his 


Fitzsimmons remained in his house 
nearly all the time and not at infre- 
quent intervals did he make his appear- 
ance in the yard. 

Muldoon, the wrestler, was one of 
the callers during the afternoon, and 
Fitzsimmons stripped for the purpose 
of allowing the great wrestler to get a 
good look at his physical condition. 
Muldoon expressed himself as greatly 
pleased with the condition of Fitzsim- 
mons and to a friend he said he ex- 
pected that Fitzsimmons had a most 
excellent chance to win his fight. He 
based his opinion more upon the dispo- 
sitions of the two men than upon any- 
thing else. He said the course of train- 
ing which Corbett had pursued had 
made him nervous and irritable, and 
that Fitzsimmons is as cool as it is pos- 
sible for a man to be, and he thinks on 
this account that Fitzsimmons has the 
greater show of winning tomorrow. — 

“T like the course of training that 
Fitzsimmons has pursued,” said Mul- 
doon, “‘better than that which Corbett 
has followed, and with the exception of 
White, who has been with Corbett, I 
think Fitzsimmons has had the best 
men in his camp. In the first place, I 
have no doubt that Roeber can defeat 
any man in Corbett’s camp, and more- 
over, I think that he can do it easily 
withim four rounds. Then again, there 
is not in all of Corbett’s camp a man. 
who can come anywhere near Dan 
Hickey in the point of science. Corbett 
has trained for the fight by doing things 
that he will be obliged to do in the 
ring, and he has trained on very little 
else. Fitzsimmons, on ‘the other hand, 
has done the sort of work to make him 
strong and quick, and has run no risk 
of making himself stale by doing what 
he will be compelled to do when he 
faces his antagonist. A man may be- 
come intellectually stale by training, as 
well as stale in the physical sense, and 
there is very little:difference between 
the two, save that perhaps mental 
staleness is the worst of the two. I 
know Corbett is in the finest sort of 
condition as far as his body is con- 
cerned, but at the same time, I have 


| never seen him, so nervous as he is at 


this time. 

“Fitzsimmons is as steady as it is 
possible for a man to be and there is 
not the slightest symptom of nervous- 
ness about him. He will fight a care- 
ful battle and if ‘Corbett beats him, he 
will be truly entitled to be called the 
champion. There are some things 
about Fitz that I do not like. I do not 
fancy the color of the whites of his 
eyes, as I have said before, bat at the 
same time after looking over the course 
of training he has gone through, I 
must say that I like the amount of 
work he has done and the manner in 
which he has done it.” 

Fitzsimmons and his-party will leave 
the house at Cook’s ranch shortly after 
9 o’clock in the morning and drive di- 
rectly to the arena. With him will be 
Julian, Hickey, Stelzner and “Roeber 
These are the men. who will be with 
him in his corner and no other person 
will be in the carriage when they leave 
his ranch. Louls Houseman of Chicago 
will be time-keeper. From the house 
where Fitzsimmons has done all his 
work, it is about three miles to the 
arepa, and it usually takes about 
twenty minutes to cover the distance.

For the greater part of the day he re- 
mained in his quarters. Not many 
of his visitors were admitted to see 
him, and the throng could only get a 
glimpse of the red-haired fighter as 
he strolled around the yard. His big 
dog Yarrum was of great service in 
keeping the visitors from the house, 
for although he does not fly at every- 
body who comes near, Yarrum has a 
general air of unsociability and a 
pair of wicked looking yellow eyes that 
form a combination not calculated to 
induce familiarity. 

Julian was around the ranch for the 
greater part of the day with the ex- 
ception of_a short time when he drove 
to town. He said that there was no 
doubt that there would be a fight on 
the 17th, but declined to say any- 
thing about the trouble he had with 
Dan Stuart the night before over the 
receipts from the exhibition of the 
photographs.

SAN. FRANCISCO, March 16.—Today 
the highest tribunal of the State passed 
upon the dispute between the Legisla- 
ture 
charge of corruption made against the 


former. It decided that Editor A. M. 


Lawrence and Correspondent L. L. 
Levings were in contempt when they 
refused to tell at the bar of the Sen- 
ate who gave them the information on 
which the Examiner based its charges 
of “bribery in aid of thievery,’ dis- 
missed the writ of habeas corpus ap- 
plied for by the unfortunate journal- 
ists and temanded them to the custody 
of the Sheriff of Sacramento county. 
~It was stated this evening in Sacra- 
mento that Lawrence and Levings 
could not be found by the sergeant-at- 
arms of the Senate and that they had 
disappeared; on the other hand it was 
stated in San Francisco that Editor 
Lawrence was about town and was pre- 
paring some sort of an appeal to the 
United States courts. 

The court, after reviewing the case 
held that there were no parties to 
this proceeding. The Senate was in- 
vestigating the conduct of its own 


authority for the witnesses to refuse to 
give the names of those who were re- 
sponsible for the promulgation cf the 
charge. It cannot be successfully con- 
tended, and has not been seriously ar- 
gued, that the witnesses were justified 
in refusing to give these names upon 
the ground that the communication was 
privileged.

AN ACTION AGAINST THE HERALD 
PUBLISHING COMPANY. 


Restraining Order Enjoining the 
Company from Publishing 
the Weekly Herald—Old Com- 
pany’s Contract Repudiated, 


Superior Judge Waldo M.:York issued 
a restraining order late Monday after- 
noon enjoining the Herald Publishing 
Company in accordance with a petition 
filed by Phil D. Barney and Horace G. 
Miller. The officers of the company 
were cited to appear before the, court 
and show cause why they should not 
be restrained. The action on which the 
restraining order is based is brought 
to obtain judgment: 

First—To restrain and enjoin the 
company from managing, transacting, 
‘conducting or controlling the business 
of the Weekly Herald newspaper, and 
from collecting moneys due from sub- 
scribers to or advertisers in the paper, 
or in any manner interfering with the 
conduct or management of the business 
for a period of three years from and 
after October 21, 1896. 3 

Second—That the defendant company 
be compelled to perform the covenants 
and agreements contained in a certain 
contract of sale between George E. 
Ross, the plaintiff’s assignor; and the 
company, dated October 21, 1896. 

The*contract referred to was entered 
into on the above-mentioned date, and 
‘signed by Telfair Creighton, as presi- 
dent of the Herald Publishing Com- 
pany, John P. Coyne, as secretary of 
the same, and by George E. Ross. It 
read in substance as follows: ‘In con- 
sideration of the sum of $1.50 for each 
bona fide and paid-up subscriber now 
upon the subscription books of the 
Weekly Herald, the Herald Publishing 
Company hereby sells and assigns the 
good will and business of the aforesaid 
paper to George E. Ross.”’ 

The agreement went on to state that 
the company would print and mail the 
paper to such addresses as might be 
furnished to it by Ross, and that the 
paper’s size would depend ubon his 
option. All postage and expenses of 
mailing were to be paid by the com- 
pany. The company agreed to send no 
Weekly Heralds except to those ad- 
dresses put~upon the mailing list by 
Ross, but he should “put upon said 
mailing list such dead-heads and ad- 
dresses as were necessary to the busi- 
ness” of the company, but the papers 
sent to such addresses were not to be 
included in the monthly settlements. 

It was stated that it was understood 
that the matter to be run in the Weekly 
Herald was to be made up, as hereto- 
fore, from the daily Herald, the selec- 
tion and arrangement of the matter to 
be made by Ross. Such new matter as 
he might desire to run in the Weekly 
Herald and such advertisements as 
were exclusively for that sheet were to 
be set up by the company without cost. 
In consideration of the foregoing, Ross 
agreed to pay the company one cent for 
each paper mailed. 

The company alJso agreed to credit 
Ross’s account against certain monthly 
settlements agreed upon, one-half of the 
total amount of subscriptions which 
were collected in advance by the com- 
pany, and unearned at the date of the 
contract. It was understood and agreed 
that the compamy should have the priv- 
ilege of running in the weekly edition 
such foreign advertisements as might 
be contracted to run in both that and 
the daily Herald, up to a total of four 
columns, without cost. But for all such 
foreign advertisements in excess of the 
four columns the company was to pay 
at the rate of 15 cents per inch per in- 
sertion. | 

All local and all foreign advertising 
received by the company’to run ex- 
clusively in the Weekly Herald were to 
be turned over to Ross at the full rate 
contracted for. All collections were to 
be made by Ross., The agreement was 
to remain in effect for three years, and 
thereafter until cancelled by the com- 
pany, which would then have to give 
Ross ninety days’ notice and pay him 
$1.50 for each subscriber on his sub- 


‘scription books at the termination of 


the agreement, less one-half of such 
sum as was collected in advance and 


signed and certified to in regular form. 
Following it is the assignment ‘of 
all Ross’s right, title and interest in 
the instrument to Phil D. Barney and 
Horace G. Miller for the consideration 
of $1. This was signed and certified to 
by Ross on October 28, 1896. Attached 
to the contract are two other docu- 
ments, one dated October 22, 1896, a re- 
ceipt signed by Telfair Creighton as 
president of the Herald Publishing 
Company. for $800 paid by Ross on the 
contract, and the other a certified copy 
of the minutes of the board of direc- 
tors, showing that they all voted on 
October 20, 1896, to transfer the good- 
will and business of the Weekly Her- 
ald to Ross in accordance with the 
agreement described. On October 27 
another receipt was given Ross by Phil 
D. Barney as cashier of the company, 
for the balance due on the contract, 
which was $10. 

The following notice was sent to Bar- 
ney & Miller on February 17, 1897: 
“Please take notice that, at a meeting 
of the board of directors of.the Herald 
Publishing Company, held February 
15, 1897, your contract with said com- 
pany for the control of the Weekly 
Herald was cancelled, on the ground 
that said contract had been obtained 
by collusion and fraud. From this date 
your connection with said Weekly Her- 
ald ceases.”

THE WATER CEASED TO FLOW. 


E. L. Mayberry Sues the Alhambra 
Addition Water Company. 

A suit for $34,950 damages was filed 
yesterday by E. L. Mayberry against 
the Alhambra Addition Water Com- 
pany. Mayberry asks for $1000 as dam- 
ages sustained by his walnut trees, $10,- 
‘000 for damages to his orange trees, 
$5000 to his. lemon trees,, $1000 to his 


| grape vines, $1200 for the injuries to 


the growing fruit on his walnut trees, 
$1500 for damages to his ofange crop, 
$750 for his damage by loss of his lemon 
crop, and $1000 for the damage sus- 
tained by the growing fruit on his 
grape vines. 

All this damage is alleged to have 
been caused by lack of water for irri- 
gating purposes, which Mayberry al- 
leges the Alhambra Addition Water 
Company are to blame for, and also 
that they have violated a contract 
made between the former owners of 
the land in 1860. This contract was 
between B. D. Wilson and wife and 
Edward J. ©. Kewen and his wife. 
Mayberry has since purchased 
property which then belonged to 
Kewen. The contract was substantially 
as follows: 

‘Wilson owned a tract of land called 
the Rincon de San Pasqual, in this 
county. A stream of water takes its 
rise on that tract and flows through 
a glen caled the Cafiada del ‘Molino, or 
mill stream. This glen is in front of 
the old mill, formerly in the posses- 
sion of the Mission of, San Gabriel. 
The mill is upon the banks of a fresh- 


The stream, after passing through the 
glen, flows over the boundary line of 
the Rincon de San Pasqual, and on to 
the lands outside. The Kewens owned 
land adjacent to Wilson’s property, 
and were desirous of bringing the wa- 
ters of the mill stream on their land 
for purposes of irrigation. The con- 
tract provided that they could use the 
waters of the stream on the Fridays 
and Saturdays; of each week, and the 
rest of the time the Wilsons were to 
use them on their own land. 

In consideration of this grant, Wil- 
son was alowed to enter on the Rancho 
del Molino, owned by Kewen, and 
open up old flumes and water ditches, 
and was given a right-of-way on that 
ranch to guide the waters of the stream 
where he might wish. ee 

The complaint in the damage suit 
alleges that the defendant water com- 
pany has succeeded to all the above 
mentioned water rights belonging to 
Wilson and his wife, and for two years 
has deprived Mayberry of the water 
which he is entitled to use. Hence 
his alleged damages. 


SHERIFF AND JUSTICE, 


Trouble Over the Custody of '’Dr.” 
Haatings. 

There is no little feeling in the 
Sheriff’s office toward Justice Owens. 
The state of mind Sheriff Burr and his 
deputies are in is due to an action 
taken by the City Justice yesterday in 
regard to the preliminary examination 
of “Dr.’’ Hastings. 

Hastings was sent from the County 
Jail to the Justice Court in charge of 
Deputy Sheriff Will White. Deputy 
District Attorney McComas asked yes- 
terday morning that all those who 
were not officers of the court, wit- 
nesses or newspaper reporters be ex- 
cluded from the courtroom as the col- 
ored woman, Fannie Norris, who was 
the prosecuting witness, was weak and 
excitement was likely to make her more 
ill. Deputy McComas’s idea was to 
exclude the rabble; not those who had 
business in the courtroom. 

The counsel for the defense then in- 
sisted that all be excluded except those 
named in the statute as-having a 
right to remain. As the defense in- 
sisted on excluding Detective Bradish, 
whom McComas wanted in the room, 
the latter asked’ the court to, place 
him in charge of the prisoner, never 
thinking that White’s presence would 
be objected to. But after Justice Owens 
had granted McComas’s request, the 
defense suggested that White be ex- 
cluded. McComas called the attention 
of the court to the fact that there 
could be no possible reason for White’s 
exclusion, but the court ruled that he 
must go out.

CRUSHED HER LEFT HAND. 


And Asks for Damages Because a 
- Laundry Machine Was Defective, 
. Fannie S. Lorbeer filed a suit yester- 
day asking for $2430 damages from A. 
G. Lorbeer and O. W. Lorbeer, who 
conduct a laundry at Pomona. The 
story told in the complaint is as fol- 
lows: 

On September 15, 1896, Fannie Lor- 
beer was working in the laundry in 
the denvartment in which the collars 
and cuffs were polished. She had been 
employed in this départment for more 
than three months, and was receiv- 
ing for her labor the handsome _ re- 
muneration of $5 ner week. On the 
day before mentioned, the laundry 
proprietors had certain machinery in 
use for polishing linen on which she 
was employed, and this machinery was 
so “carelessly, negligently and badly 
constructed and put together, and so 
dangerous in its use’ that her left 
hand was caught between a roller and 
a piece of wood commonly known as 
a finger guard, and crushed between 
that roller and another, so that she has 
been unable to use it since. 

Miss. Lorbeer has been informed by 


attending physicians that she will{ 


never regain the full use of her hand. 
From the time of .the accident until 
December 1, she was confined to her 
room by sickness occasioned thereby, 
and had to employ doctors and nurses 
continually. She states in the com- 
plaint that she has expended $200 for 
doctor bills and $230 for nurses’ fees, 
and that during the first six weeks 
after the accident her doctors told her 
that an amoputation was necessary, 
which caused her great mental suffer- 
ing. As she has no means of obtaining 
a livelihood except by her manual labor, 
and as her physicians have informed 
her that she will not, for the next five 
years, if at all, have any use of her 
left hand, she asks the court for $2430 
damages, and costs of suit. 


FRIENDLY SOLICITATION, 


Trumbull Thinks Incarceration Will 
Cure a Dope Fiend. 

Deputy District Attorney Willis is- 
sued a complaint against John Doe 
Edwards late yesterday afternoon for 
petty larceny. Edwards’s accuser was 
J. W. Trumbull, who keeps a black- 


smith shop on East HBighth street. 


Trumbull’s statements in regard to the 
matter were as follows: 
- Edwards lives at No. 1405 East 
Eighth street, and is a morphine fiend. 
A short time ago he “nipped a pair of 
snips” from Trumbull’s’' blacksmith 
shop, which were of the value of $2. 
These he sold to a second-hand dealer 
for 25 cents, and at the second-hand 
store Trumbull found them and re- 
covered his property. Trumbull says 
Edwards was guilty of a similar act 
not long before, and he thinks it has 
come to a point where Edwards steals 
simply to get money to buy morphine. 
Trumbull says he thinks that to ar- 
rest Edwards would be an act of char- 
ity toward him, as it might be the 
means of placing him where he would 
possibly be unable to get the drug, 
and eventually be cured of the mor- 
phine habit. 


IMPORTANT WATER SUIT. 


Damages Asked by Property-owners 
for Deprivation of Water. 

The suit of Grace E. Yarwood vs. the 
West Los Angeles Water Company et 
al. is on trial before Judge Shaw in 
Department Five. This is the suit 
brought by the plaintiff and Bert L. 
Clark, Louis Michaud and John Hoff- 
man Van Hove, who own land adja- 
cent to the land where Messrs. Pirtle 
and Hanna and the West Los Angeles 
Company have been developing water 
for the purpose of restraining them in 
such developments and for $5000 dam- 
ages for injuries already done to their 
ranches. 

Before the water development com- 
menced they had on their places fine 
alfalfa fields and orchards which have, 
it is alleged, been totally ruined by 
taking the water away from them. It 


‘is claimed that the defendants tapped 


a stream which flows through their 
premises and ultimately finds ‘its way 
into the Los Angeles River, that it is 
one of the sources of the Los Angeles 
River. 

The importance of the suit is evident 
from this fact that it is likely to de- 
velop the same questions that will be 
in controversy between the city and 
the West Los Angeles Water Company 
over these same waters. The plaintiff 
has introduced in evidence maps and 
surveys and is laying the foundation 
for the further evidence in the case. 
The plaintiff is represented by Lynn 
Helm, Esq., and the defense are repre- 
sented by Messrs. Graves, O'Melveny 
& Shankland and John 8S. Chapman, 
Esq. The trial is likely take several 
days, as there are a great many wit- 
nesses in the case. 


DECLARED RATIONAL, 
Mrs. Price Examined for Insanity 
Before Judge Van Dyke. 

Pearl Gertrude Price was examined 
before two physicians and Judge Wal- 
ter Van Dyke in Department Four yes- 
terday for insanity, and adjudged ra- 
tional and allowed to go her way in 
peace. She was arrested Moniay even- 
ing near El Monte, as she was walking 
on the railroad track. She was kept 
all night in El Monte and brought to 
Los Angeles yesterday. 

Mrs. Price was nervous and hysterical 
and cried as she told her story. She 
said she had been born in this city, her 
mother dying when she was a week 
old, and that she married at the age 
of 13. She once traveled with a side- 
show in connection with a circus, and 
posed as a long-haired woman, 

Mrs. Price said she had been deserted 
by her husband, and had drank and 
used morphine since to forget her trou- 
bles. She admitted that she had made 
attempts to take her own life hecause 
she was despondent. When arrested 
she was on her long walk to New Or- 
leans, where her two children dre liv- 
ing with Charles L. Price, who is her 
brother-in-law.

sheriff to get out of town on her way 
to New Orleans, and.in the afternoon 
she turned up at Pomana and caused 
some excitement at the depot by pre- 
tending to make an attempt to throw 


herself under a train, being careful to 
allow herself to be rescued by men who 
Lwere close at hand, She was taken 


charge by the Marshal, and she said 
she had just been before a lunacy com- 
mission in Los Angeles for getting in 
the way of a train. As she did not 
appear to be insane, she was supplied 
with a meal and a ticket to Colton.

MOTION GRANTED 


To Strike from the Files the Notice 
. of Intention. 

In the two actions brought by G. 
Wesley Craner and F. X. Linck against 
Julian Troconiz, which were suits for 
the foreclosure and enforcement of 
mechanics’ liens, and were consolidated 
and tried together in Department Four 
before Judge Walter Van Dyke, the 
court granted the plaintiffs’ motion to 
strike from the files the notice of in- 
tention to move for a new trial filed by 
the defendant.

UNWARRANTED INTERFERENCE. 


For a well-defined instance of look- 
ing a gift-horse in the mouth, the 
action of the so-called “California 
Labor Convention,” held recently at 
San Francisco, carries off the palm. 
As is quite generally known, a fund 
has been raised in that city, by popu- 
lar subscription, to provide work for 
the unemployed. In order that the 
money might go as far as possible, 
_ and relieve the more urgent necessi- 
ties of as large a number of the un- 
employed as practicable, the rate of 
-eompensation was placed at $1 per. 
day. This rate of compensation did 
fot please the members of the “‘Cali- 
fornia Labor Convention,” and they 
passed a series of impudent resolu- 
tions, denouncing the action of the 
Boulevard Construction Committee of 
San Francisco for not paying “living 
wages” out of the relief fund, and 
characterized it as “a grave insult to 
free American labor, that a few 
months ago was promised much pros- 
perity by the gentlemen who form the. 
Construction Committee,” etc. 

It would be safe to wager almost 
any amount that the individual who 
drew up these resolutions, and a ma- 
jority of those who voted for them, 
never did an honest day’s labor, un- 
less upon compulsion, in their lives. 
The cheeky, presumptious and reck- 
less assumptions of the resolutions are 
characteristic of the professional labor 
agitator, who lives by the toil of other 
- and better men, and by the sweat of 

his own jaw. 

The rate of wages established in. 
the relief work in Los Angeles, like 
that in San Francisco, is $1 per day. 
Similar conditions prevail in both 
cities—a large number of men out of 
employment, who earnestly desire an 
opportunity to earn at: least part 
wages until they can better their 
conditidn. Not all of these men are 
able to earn even $1 per day at the 
kind of work offered them. But that 
a@ount will greatly assist in relieving 
their necessities until they are i a 
postion to secure more remunerative 
employment. So far from being “a 
. grave insult” to these men, the pay- 
ment to them of even $1 per day is a 
help and a blessing. 


There are numerous and cogent 
reasons why the rate of wages in this 
relief work should not be placed 
above $1 per day. There is no suffi- 
cient reason for placing it higher. 
The object of those who contribute 
the funds is to relieve the most press- 
ing necessities of those who apply for 
work. The object is not to furnish 
employment, at the highest wages, to 
all applicants. The latter would ob- 
viously be impossible. The former is 
both possible and practicable. 

In offering $1 per day to the most 
needy of the unemployed there is no 
disposition, desire, nor tendency -to 
lower the prevailing rates of wages 
for those who are regularly employed. 
The relief work, is wholly outside of 
the ordinary field of labor. The work 
performed is extra work, which would 
mot be performed at all were it not 
for the contributions of generous and‘ 
_public-spirited men, who are actuated 
by a noble desire to relieve in some 
measure the needs of their less for- 
tunate fellow-men. The relief work 
in no wise underbids or interferes 
with ordinary labor, and cannot there- 
fore be properly placed upon the same 
plane. 

Men who are in real need, and hon- 
estly desire work, will not be so un- 
gracious as to find fault with those 
who offer them some measure of re- 
lief, even though it be not all they 
desire or need, They will thankfully 
accept what is freely offered, and look 
forward hopefully to better opportuni. 
ties in the future. The men who have 
received and are receiving the bene- 
fits of this relief work will hardly 
thank the lazy agitators and profes- 
sional jawsmiths who seek to inter- 
fere, ostensibly on their behalf, but 
in reality to rob them of even the $1 
per day which a generous public. con- 
tributes as a free-will offering. | 

If the narrow notions of these hare- 
brained agitators could prevail, the 
result would be the stoppage of all 
relief work. Voluntary contributions 
eould not be obtained for relief work 
if a high wage scale were offered. No 
relief work would be the result. 

The bill recently p: by the 
Legislature, seeking to fi the mini- 
mum price paid to co n. labor at 
$2 per day, is a vicious, unnecessary 
end indefensible piece of class legis- 
lation. It will inflict untold hardship. 
“upon those whom it ostensibly seeks 
to benefit; by holding back public 
improvements all over the State. A 


\ 


man has a natural right to sell his 
labor for whatsoever price he can ob- 
tain therefor. The right of private 
contract cannot rightfully be taken 
from any man. But this is another 
question, unconnected with the relief 
movement. Whatever opinions may 
be entertained regarding the law in 
question, the dense unwisdom, unfair- 
ness and concrete idiocy of those who 
are kicking about the wages paid to 
men employed on relief work must 
be apparent to all persons of ordinary 
common sense, 


THE BOULEVARD PROJECT. 


In lending the influence of its un- 
qualified indorsement to the plan for 
building a grand boulevard between 
this city and Pasadena, the Merchants’. 
and Manufacturers’ Association has 
taken a most commendable step. This 
action places the project upon a sub- 
stantial basis, and there is no good 
reason why the work of actual con- 
struction should not begin in the near 
future. The plan is entirely feasible. 
It will, as a matter of course, require 
some time for the perfection of de- 
tails, and some obstacles will be en- 
countered. But none of these ob- 


staclés will be insuperable, and they 


may all be cleared away by wise and 
judicious management. - 

So soon as the project has taken 
definite form, it will receive substan- 
tial aid. from many sources, which no 
other undertaking can command, The 
benefits of such a work, both to Los 
Angeles and Pasadena, can hardly be 
computed. It is scarcely too much to 
say that every resident of both cities 
will be appreciably benefited by the 
successful completion of the work; 
while the benefits to real estate be- 
tween the two cities will be incal- 
culable. 

There can be no doubt that if the 
public-spirited gentlemen comprising 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association take hold of this work 
in earnest it will be carried forward 
to a splendid success. The prompt 
and practical work performed by these 
gentlemen in providing aid for the 
unemployed has demonstrated that 
they have the capacity for harmonious 
and efficient action in the prosecution 
of an undertaking of this kind. No 


nobler monument to the enterprise 


and public spirit of Los Angeles and 
Pasadena could be built than a grand 
permanent highway connecting the 
two cities in bonds of perpetual sis- 
terhood. 

There are some _ considerations 
which should not be lost sight of at 
the beginning of this enterprise. 
First. in importance, perhaps, is the 
characteer of the road. By a grand 


graded and graveled highway. The» 
finest dirt road that can be con- 
structed is at best but a temporary 
affair, subject to washouts, abounding 
in mud during the rainy season, cer- 
tain to deteriorate rapidly with use, 
dusty in dry weather unless con- 
stantly sprinkled, and expensive to 
keep in repair. It is obvious that to 
build such a road between Los An- 
geles and PaSadena would be an in- 
judicious use of the money con- 
tributed. It should therefore be de- 


that the boulevard shall be a perma- 
nent macadam or Telford roadway, 
built on scientific principles, not for 
today nor tomorrow, but for all time, 
The best engineering skill should be 
enlisted in its construction, and noth- 
ing should be omitted to make it as 
substantial and excellent a road as 
human ingenuity can construct. It 
one such road were built in Southern 
California, its henefits and advantages 
would be so apparent that other roads 
of like character would speedily be 
| built, and the question of work for the 
unemployed would to a large extent 
be solved. 

The selection of a route for the 
new boulevard will necessarily be a 
mattér of great importance. Property- 
owners along the route can well af-. 
ford to contribute liberally to the en- 
terprise, for the value of every foot 
of land fronting on the boulevard will 
be at least doubled, and in most in- 
stances quadrupled in value as soon

It must not be supposed that this 
great undertaking can be carried to 
completion without encountering 
vexations and difficulties. But all 
these can be overcome; and _ the 
project can be made a grand success, 
if the spirit of harmony and co- 
operation prevails throughout the 


reason to believe that such a spirit 
will prevail, and that the undertaking 
will be crowned with the most abun- 
dant success. 

It will be well for all who are in- 
terested in this great work—and 
every citizen of both Los Angeles and 
Pasadena should be interested in it— 
to communicate as soon as possible 
with the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association, stating definitely 
the amounts they are willing to con- 
tribute, either monthly or in a lump 
sum, to aid the enterprise. The asso- 
ciation will thus be placed in posses- 
sion of specific data upon which action 
can be taken in inaugurating this im- 
portant undertaking.

SACRAMENTO, March 14.—‘Yes, I’m 
tired of this ‘investigating,’” said Mr. 
Emmons of Bakersfield with intense 
irony, in his five-minutes speech on the 
reconsideration of the Coyote-Scalp 
Bill Friday. “When it comes to the 
payment of honest debts, the Legisla- 
ture must stand back because there are 
rumors of fraud! If you have confi- 
dence in your Board of Examiners, 
don’t let me hear any more of this hyp- 
ocritical talk about ‘investigation.’ 
There is no newspaper nor newspaper 
ability that can prevent me from vot- 
ing for what I consider right and just. 
‘Investigation’ has killed many an 
honest claim, but never yet threw 
light upon fraud.’’ And ten minutes 
later, flushed and sweating, he followed 
the roll call which, with but few 
breaks, piled up the 43 votes which 
prevented a reconsideration and left 
him free, apparently, for the rest of the 
session to congratulate himself and his 
clients. 

Emmons has been absent from his 
desk during a considerable portion of 
many a day since his return from 
Bakersfield, where he. went to see his 
wife, and there is no doubt that he has 
been greatly disturbed by the pros- 
pect of a fight upon this claim bill.” He 
has frequently found it necessary for 
his peace of mind to retire to the cor- 
ridor to commune, and he has not al- 
‘ways communed alone. “Young 
Dutchy” and others have partaken of 
his reflections. No one accuses Em-. 
mons, however, of being dishonest, even 
if he did admit to me that he had 
heard there was “‘stuff” in this bill, and 
it was an unkind fling at the press and 
at the “investigators” who may yet sit 
upon his case that he should say in- 
vestigation has killed ‘many an honest 
claim.”

The record shows that such is the 
case. This remarkable bill was intro- 
duced in the Assembly by Kenyon,. 
January 5, It amends section 5 of an 
act entitled an ‘‘Act to provide a sys- 
.tem of street-improvement bonds to 
represent assessments for the cost of 
street work and improvements within 
municipalities, and also for’ the pay- 
ment of such bonds, approved February 
27, 1893." The bill was read in the 
House the first time January 21 and 
passed first time February 5. By an 
error in the Assembly enrolling room 
the bill was sent to the Senate with 
subdivision “I” of section 1 left out. 
This subdivision, consisting of five lines 
of the printed bill read as follows: ‘On 
receiving the certificate of sale, the Re- 
corder must file it, and makecan entry 
in a book similar to that required of the 
City Treasurer, the fee for which shall 
be 60 cents, and on presentation of the 
receipt of the City Treasurer for the 
total amount of redemption money, the 
Recorder must, without charge, mark 
the word ‘redeemed,’ the date, and by 
whom redeemed on the margin of the 
book where the entry of the certificate 
is made.”’ As can be seen from a peru- 
sal of this subdivision, its omission 
would destroy all record of redeemed 
property and leave titles in a chaotic 
condition. 

The bill was read for the first time 
in the Senate February 6, and was 
passed February 10, without the ad- 
mission of the subdivision being no- 
ticed. Subsequently attention was 
called to the defect in the bill, and it 
was recalled from the Assembly enroll- 
ing-room February 15, the _ vote 
whereby it ‘was passed reconsidered, 
the bill amended to restore the omitted 
subdivision and passed for the second 
time by the Senate February 17. The 
Assembly concurred in the amendment 
and passed it for the second time 
February 20. A clerk in the Gover- 
nor’s office discovered an error in the 
title of the bill, and Senator Androus 
introduced a concurrent resolution 
calling it back from the Governor. It 
was patched up by the Senate and 
passed for the third time March 8. The 
Assembly concurérd in the latest cor- 
rection and for the third time on its 
part passed this lucky measure, and 
sent it back to the Governor. It 
reached His Excellency March 11 and 
Kenyon is now waiting for it to be- 
come a law. That a bill of this kind 
could have six readings in two houses 
and undergo the scrutiny consequent 


in connection with it would appear to 
stamp it as a pretty good bill. And 
that’s what Ramish & Marsh probably 
think. 

THAT TWO-DOLLAR RATE. 

Treacy of San Francisco has sud- 
denly awoke to find himself the pro- 
genitor of a “bug.” His bill placing 
the minimum rate of wages on public 
works at $2 a day is playing the mis- 
chief in Los Angeles, where efforts are 
being made to take care of the unem- 
ployed. It appears that the operation 
of this law—the Governor having signed | 
the bill—will prevent the employment 
of many idle men because of lack of 
adequate funds for the purpose, and 
furthermore may have created in some 
cities, claims against .the State by 
such of these men as have not been 
paid $2 a day of eight hours for their 
labor. Treacy was asked how he would 
solve the problem, and replied that the 
Board of Supervisors could divert a 
part of their funds as a private fund for 
the purpose of giving work to the un- 
employed. Lindenberger of Winchester 
declared that was one way of legislat- 
ing. Lindenberger, Mélick, Cross and 
others of the Southern delegates put 
their. heads itogether to see if a bill 
repeajing the Treacy Act could not be 
introduced under a suspension of the 
rules, but they virtually reached the 
conclusion that it could not be done.

Chief Justice Beatty of the Supreme 


Court in the matter of the appeal of | 


C. A. Storke against Yda Addis Storke, 
A decree was given against the defend- 
ant, from which she appealed. The 
court ordered the plaintiff ito pay a cer- 
tain sum to the defendant, that she 
might print the transcript on appeal, 
and upon the refusal of the plaintiff 
to do so, the lower court set aside the 
decree of divorge, from which order 
the plaintiff appealed. The Supreme 
Court reversed the Superior ourt, 
holding that the Judge @xceeded his 
jurisdiction. A hearing was denied, the 
Chief Justice dissenting. 


The cause of the dissention is that | 


the lower court gave judgment for the 
plaintiff and then set it aside, and as a 
consequence the defendant had noth- 
ing on which to base an appeal, and 
the effect of the decision getting aside 
the order of the Superior Court is that 
the judgment is now revived and that 
the defendant’s right to appeal “has 
been taken away upon his suggestion 
that an appeal from a vacated judg- 
ment could not be taken.” 


THE OPIUM MARKET. 


Prices Have Gone Down and Orders 
Filled. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 16.—Duty 
to the amount of $14,000 was paid yes- 
terday on opium withdrawn from bond, 
This is one of the biggest day’s re- 
ceipts from this source in the history 
of the customhouse at this port, 
from this source in the history of the 
customhouse at his port. 

The big withdrawals of the drug were 
due to the fact that the big seizure of 
February 27 left the market practically 
without any stock on hand. Orders 
from retail dealers in the city and else- 
where had piled up. The order for the 
release of the opium received .from the 
Treasury Department by Collector Wise 
enabled the importers to fill these or- 
ders. To do so it required the with- 
drawal of 100 boxes, each containing 
about forty one pounds. The price of 
opium, which immediately after the 
seizure rose about 50 per cent., has 
fallen back to about its normal figure, 
$12 a poufid. The increase in the price 
was not as much as would ordinarily 
have been expected from the with- 

from 
the market as was included in the seiz- 
ure. The opinion, which was strongly 
held, that the Treasury Department 
would release the seizure, had a strong 
influence in keeping down the .price.

SERIOUS STAGE OF THE FLOOD IN 
THE SOUTH. 


—-— 

The Mississippi Still Rising at Many 
Points—Noble Relief Work Done 

by the Citizens of Memphis. 
Thousands of Refugees.

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) March 16.—The 
Mississippi River at Memphis tonight 
gauges a fraction over 36 feet, a rise 
of over one-tenth of a foot since morn- 
ing. The river continues to rise stead- 
ily. Two lives are know to have been 
lost during the day. Two negroes, who 
lived near Marion, Ark., attempted to 
cross Mound Lake in a dug-out, when 
they were caught by the mighty cur- 
rent, their boat capsized and they were 
swept away. 

The change in the situation in the. 
past twenty-four hours has been des 
cidedly for the worse in every respect, 
so far as the flood and the flood victims 
are concerned. Localities that were ex- 


Beats: Wooden Natmegs. 


[New York Tribune:] It is well 
known to naturalists that when the 
hen has laid an egg she immediately 
kicks out with one leg, as if to cive offi- 
cial validity to the procedure. Acting 
upon this known custom of the hen, 
an Illinois inventor has perfected a de- 
vice by means of which the kick reg- 
isters the date upon every egg laid, so 
that they may tell their own story in 
the market. The instrument is rather 
complicated in its mechanism, acting 
upon an eleetrie disk, an ink pad anda 
rubber stamp with an automatis ar- 
rangement for the succession of dates, 
and can be worked by any ordinary hen 
without imposing any burdensome re- 
sponsibilities upon her or confusing her 
with a lot of unnecessary details.

From every direction 
come reports of unexpected and un- 
precendented disaster. 

Over at Marion and the adjacent 
country, 400 people are reported to be 
lined up on. the railroad track over 
which occasional waves sweep, threat- 
ening to carry off the desperate people 
and livestock that there find a pre- 
earious foothold. Along.the other rail- 
roads leading out of this city into Ar- 
kansas a similar condition of affairs 
exists. | 

Down on President’s Island where 
it. was supposed that all persons in 
danger had been carried off last night, 
it is learned that from. fifty to one 
hundred people were this morning 
standing in the water and praying for 
the sight of a boat that would take 
them off. 

From Island Forty came reports that 
water is everywhere; that human _be- 
ings and dumb brutes are huddled to- 
gether wherever shallow water Offers 

There are many other points from 
which come appeals for aid. It may 
easily be understood, therefore, that the 
relief committee which has been estab- 
lished in this city has its hands full of 
work. Capt. Fitch, in charge of the. 
United States fleet, has placed every 
steam vessel and barge in his com- 
mand at the disposal of the committee. 
Barges are carried wherever necessary. 
Nearly one thousand people have been 
brought to this city already from the 
overflowed country. Most of the refu- 
_gees are negroes who «saved nothing | 
but the clothing on their backs. ; 

Many rumors of wholesale drowning 
are current, but these cannot be veri- 
fied. A well-defined report reached 
here last night that fifty colored people 
had perished near Marion and a col- 
ored man and child are known to have 
been drowned at Mound Lake. The 
conditions are undoubtedly sich that 
there will be innumerable fatalities be- 
fore long unless the helpless ones are 
relieved. 

Interest in the flood animates every- 
body in the city. This is evidenced by 
the great throng that gathers on the 
levee. This afternoon it was almost 
impossible to reach the Bryan wharf- 
boat when she pulled in from Marion. 

At Helena the river rose very slowly 
today, standing tonight 45.8, two inches 
below high-water mark. In the vi- 
cinity of Helena rain. came down in 
torrents all last night and today. The 
steamey Maud left there late this 
afternoon with a crew of forty laborers 
for Modoc, where the government boat 
Titan is sacking the levee. The water 
at Modoc was within about eighteen 
inches of the top of the levee. 

THOUSANDS HOMELESS. 

MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) March  16.— 
Nearly two thousand homeless half- 
starved persons rescued from the over- 
flowed districts of Eastern Akansas are 
being cared for in this city today. The 
refugees are mostly negroes. The Citi- 
zens’ Relief Commission is practically 
backed by unlimited capital merchants, 
bankers and corporations having sub- . 
scribed great sums to prosecute the 
work of rescuing inhabitants of the 
territory forty miles north and south 
of Memphis. The entire government 
fleet stationed here, through Capt. 
Fitch, the engineer is charge, has 
been pressed into service. 

The situation today is oritical. News 
is expected hourly of breaks in levees 
and when this happens the loss of prop- 
erty and stock will reach into the 
thousands. The first loss of life has 
been reported; a family of five negroes: 
having been drowned at Marion.*® Sen- 
sational stories of wholesale drowning 
at Lodena, Ark., are denied by steamer 
hands fresh from the scene. 

The gauge today reads 36.4 feet. Rail- 
way trains arrive and depart without 
reference to schedules. All railroad 
tracks except the Iron Mountain are 
submerged. Kansas City and Little 
Rock roads use the Iron Mountain’s 
roadway. It is expected that by night 
rescue steamers wil] land another thou- 
sand ‘refugees at Chickasaw Bluffs. 

DANGER AT HELENA. 

HELENA (Ark.,) March 16.—The 
river tonight stands at 45.6 on the gauge 
here and is rising slowly and is now. 
within two feet six inches of high-water 
mark. While there is no apparent dan- 
ger of overflow at this point the levee 
boards are making the necessary ar- 
rangements for properly guarding the 


levees night and day.

NEW YORK,, March 16.—The cus- 
toms receipts from Wednesday last un- 
til tonight were $6,997,547, the receipts 
today were $907,847.54, against $2,667,-

How to End Will Contests, — 
[New York Mail and Express:] The 


attempt to enact into law a scheme for. 
the prevention of attacks upon wills, 
which is unique and ought to be effica- 
cious. It is, in substance, that any per- 
son may, on makifig his or her will, de- 
posit it with a public officer, who shall 
give formal notice that such a will has 
been offered, and that all who desire to 
dispute the testamentary capacity of 
the testator shall have a certain time 
within which to submit their testimony. 
The will is to be sealed, and its contents 
are not to be disclosed, even to its cus- 
todian. 
The scheme has many features to 
commend it. One of the saddest things 
in jurisprudence is the number of wills 
made by lunatics. A man «may have 
lived a long and useful life, throughout 
which he has been apparently perfectly 
compos mentis, but he makes. a will 
which disappoints certain of his heirs 
or next of kin, and at once it becomes 
evident that the testator was a raving 
lunatic all the while. He had halluci- 
nations. -He saw visions and dreamed 
freams. He said curious things and 
“acted queer.” And after a long and 
expensive litigation, after hard feelings 
havea been engendered and family rela- 
tions embittered, the testator’s dying 
wishes are frustrated, and he receives 
the posthumous injustice of being judi- 
cially declared to have been a lunatic. 
The Connecticut scheme would cer- 
tainly put an end to these unseemly 
contests among kinsfolk over the tes- 
tamentary capacity of a testator. If 
the power to make a valid will is not 
attacked within the allotted period, it 
cannot be assailed after the testator’s 
death, on the ground of his incapacity. 
And a relative would hesitate long to 
‘attack the soundness of a_ testator’s 
mind when he was still above ground 
to assert his own sanity and prove his 
own mental condition. The fact, too, 
thatthe persons most likely to be in- 
terested in the estate of the testator 
would not know whether or not their 
names were written in the sealed “Will, 
would have a deterrent effect upon in- 
tending contestants. Under sugh a law 
there would be no premium on will- 
breaking, and a successful contestant 
might. be defeating his own. interests. 
There is much in this Connecticut 
scheme to commend it. It was proposed 
in the Legislature of 1895, and defeated 
by a narrow margin.

* INCOME TAX IN NEW ZEALAND. 


The tax commissioner of New' ‘Zealand, 
in a report referring to‘ the small 
amount realized ‘from the income tax 
in that country, says: 


‘It is desirable to draw attention to’ 


the fact that what may be deemed as, 
a small result of the income tax for 
this colony is due in part to the high 
exemption of £300 ($1500,) and largely 
to all income from the use or produce 
of land derived by the owner or occu- 
pier (this.includes rent,) and all inter- 
est from registered mortgages of land, 
being exempt from income. Land 
and mortgages and. income therefrom 
eontribute to the land tax alone. The 
allowance of an exemption of £300 
($1500) to each partner in a firm has 
caused a serious decrease in the income 
tax, revenue, the effect being to dimin- 
ish tax paid by some firms by, £30 
~€6R8E) and more in certain cases.’ 


COMMERCIAL. 

A SHORT WINE CROP. The figures 
showing the total amount of sweet 
wines produced in California during the 
past season have been made public 
by the Internal Revenue office, and 
in the San Francisco pa- 


= Whey show that the product for the 
year will fall 50 per cent. below that of 
last, owing to some extent to the fact 
that the grape crop was short of other 
years. The season during which wine- 
manufacturers receive the brandy used 
to fortify their product free of charge 
is from AuguSt leto May 1, they being 
compelled at other times to pay a tax 
of $1.10 per gallon, which, of course, is 
prohibitive.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

‘ PURE FOOD. In commenting upon 
the good work that is being done by the 
State Board of Health, in fighting 


- adulterated food products, The Times 


recently expressed the hope that this 
work would not be confined to San 
Francisco. According to the Chronicle, 
the campaign is to be extended 
throughout the entire State. A puré- 
food congress is to be called, and each 
county in the State will be invited to 
Send delegates. At a recent meeting of 
the Pure Food Committee of the Coun- 
cil of Associated Industries, a com- 
mittee was appointed to arrange 
for such a State convention in con- 
nection with the annual meeting of the 
Manufacturers’ and Producers’ Asso- 
ciation, which takes place during the 
latter part of March. 

The Council of Associated Industries 
and the Manufacturers’ and Producers’ 
Association have been making the cru- 
sade against impure food in San Fran- 


_ cisco, and through their efforts the 


Board of Health has been put into 
position to detect and punish those who 
are guilty of selling adulterated goods. 
The same organization will endeavor 
to interest all portions of the State 
to join in the movement. Isidor Jacobs, 
of the Pure Food Comniitt@e of ‘the 


Council of Associated Industries; is en- | 


thusiastic over the progress that has 
been made by the committee and is 
one of the strongest advocates of the 
plan to hold a State meeting. In dis- 
cussing the natter he said to the 
Chronicle reporter: 

“The report received. by the commit- 
tee in this city convinces me that pub- 
lic sentiment is with us, and I am con- 
fident the same condition will be found 
in all parts of the State. The only way 

o secure united and effective work is 
© rall the suppor‘ers f the pure-food 
movement together and agree upon a 
plan of campaign: The other members 
of the committee favor a State con- 


vention, and the preliminary steps for | 


ecalling it will be snxen at our meeting 
tomorrow. 

‘‘This should be one of the most im- 
‘portant questions before our people, as 
the varied products of this State and 
the fact that we are large exporters 
should compel food products sent out of 
this State to be pure, be unquestioned, 
and in that way alone will the reputa- 
tion of our State for a pure class of 


. products be maintained. 


“The temptation on the part of the 
manufacturer to compete with cheap 
articles is great, and unless effective 
work is undertaken there is no limit to 
the amount of adulteration that may 
creep into our food supplies. A fair 
estimate is that nearly 70 per cent. of 


the articles of food used and manufac-. 


tured in this State are adulterated in 
one form: another Of course it may 
be claimed that a large portion is. sim- 
ply a deterioration, and is not injurious, 
and that the purchaser gets the value 
of his money, and is benefited by re- 
duced prices. This may be true in a 
partial sense, but an investigation 
proves that by far the greater profit 
to manufacturers and dealers has 
arisen from the sale of adulterated 
products, as it is true that almost all 
manufacturers, no matter how high 
their reputati:n, who have produced 
an extensive line of food, drink and 
drugs have, in addition to their high 
line of goods, had inferior goods, even 
down to the absolutely deleterious mix- 
tures, and the lower grades are always 
sold at greater profit on labor and in- 
yestment that the higher grades. 

-~ “The question as to whether the laws 
should prevent only the use of such 
foods as are injurious’ to the public 
health, or all classes of adulteration, 
whether injurious or not, is mooted. 
According to the law of this State, 
and according to the laws of Eastern 
States, as well as those of foreign coun- 
tries, ‘all classes of adulterations are 
prohibited, whether injurious or not;-in 
other words, it is supposed that a man- 
ufacturer, putting goods upon the mar- 
ket claiming them to be what they are 
not, is committing a fraud upon the 
public and obtaining money under false 


pretenses. For instance, an article ; 


_leum deposits. 


marked ‘pure ground coffee,’ jenbabatag 
chicory, is a violation of the law unless 
the package be stamped plainly with 
the fact that it is a mixture. Other 
articles in the same way. This, you will 
see, is a necessity, as many of the in- 
dustries of our State are affected by 
mixtures. For instance, take the honey 
business, where it is hardly possible to 
get a pure article of honey, the hulk 
of it containing glucose; the pure otive 
oil, which’ is made of cotton seed 
oil, and other substances; the pure 
currant jelly, which is made of apple 
cores and a. mixture of colored 
With anhaline dyes, etc. Many of,these. 
articles may not be injurious to#public 
health,.and yet may affect a weak 


| stomach, for it is well said that we live 


upon what we eat. An adulterated arti- 
cle that affects the stomach injuriously 
affects the whole system. 

‘““A very serious obstacle to the en- 
forcement of the law has been the de- 
termined theory of many persons that 
the responsibility should not rest with 
the dealer in food products for the 
quality of the goods he sells, unless in 
some way knowledge of the fact could 
be fixed upon him. The danger to pub- 
lic health by reason of this position is 
manifest in so many ways that it is 
not necessary to enumerate them, but 
suffice it to say that the Supreme Court 
of the United States has rendered alarge 
number of decisions in regard to food 
matters that knowledge on the part of 
the dealer is not necessary to secure a 


convictions, as the dealer can be held 


liable for the character of food products 
sold by him. 

‘When the quantity of adulterated 
foods put upon the market is consid- 
ered, it must readily be realized that the 
state of affairs is very alarming, to say 
the least, showing, as it does, that the 
operation of individuals éngaged in this 
nefarious traffic have been so en- 
trenched by capital and by the usages 
of trade that. none but a most coura- 
geous, determined and continued con- 
flict will move from the markets of 
our State this fraudlent and injurious 
article. 

“The Council of Associated Industries 
has appointed a pure-food committee, 
who propose to deal with this subject 
in conjunction with boards of health 
throughout the State. The Manufac- 
turers’ and Producers’ Association has 
already taken hold of the subject, and 
we can only instance that, since the 
agitation last fall, in connection with 
adulterated jellies coming into this 
market, there has been a notable de- 
crease in the importation and, it is pre- 
sumed, a corresponding increase in the 
California production.” 


CALIFORNIA_PETROLEUM. A. 


‘Cooper, the new State Mineralogist, evi- 


dently has a thorough appreciation of 
the importance of the California petro- 
He is quoted as saying: 
“California is third among the States 
as an oil producer, and it might be first. 
We have an oil belt extending from 
Humboldt county to Orange county, 
yet, if the Market-street Railroad Com- 
pany of San Francisco used oil for fuel 
it would use the entire product of the 
State itself. There are oil indications 
along the entire, Coast range and yet 
there has been virtually no prospecting 
for oil done. The discoveries of the 
Summerland and Los Angeles fields, as 
well as others, have been: made while 
boring for something else. This sug- 
gests the great possibilities of the range 
when capital takes hold. It will cost a 
good deal of money to study the forma- 
tions. I would continue the good work 
in Southern California which has been 
done by Mr. Watts, possibly with some 
modifications, and would extend the 
study alorig the entire coast to the ex- 
tent that the possibilities. permit.”

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Stocks and Bonds. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


NEW YORK, March 16.—The opening of the 
stock market gave every promise of a repeti- 
tion of yesterday’s course of events, the 
strong buying movement in the Vanderbilt 
properties, which gave strength to the whole 
market, being renewed at the opening. The 
bears were face to face with a rather serious 
situation, and they opened up the campaign 
to check the advance by pressure on the 
Granger shares, using the reports of an un- 
favorable tenor regarding crop prospects and 
the poor traffic prospects on account of the 
snow blockades on country roads in the 
Northwest as material in the raid. The 
Grangers were, in consequence, somewhat de- 
pressed, and dealings in them fell off. 

But the bear faction found a far more ef- 
fective instrument in Missouri Pacific, which 
was made the center of attack. ere was 


no mistaking the persistency purpose 


with which reports were kept in circulation 
calculated to damage the credit: of this com- 
pany. They were to the effect that they would 
be unable to meet interest charges accruing 
at an early date, and would in consequence 
go into the hands of a receiver, Under the 
influence of these rumors the stock fell con- 
tinuously. This weakness exercised a reac- 
tionary influence on the whole list. The con- 
tinued drop finally elicited a formal state- 
ment from President George Gould to the 
effect that the rumors of receiver for the 
Missouri Pacific were absolutely without 
foundation. ‘“‘If any of the bondholders wish 
to cash their April coupons now,’’ Mr. Gould 
said, ‘I will pay the coupons at their face 
value, charging 6 per cent. interest on the 
money thus advanced. In my opinion the at- 
tack on the stock and the reports of a re- 
ceivership are the result of a desire to cover 
short sales in other stocks. The operators 
on the short side of the market cannot make 
money, for the country has started on the 
march of improvement.”’ 

Upon the publication of this statement a 
reaction set in in Missouri Pacific and even- 
tually all the loss in the earlier part of the 
day was recovered, the general market also 
responding to the improvement to the final 
prices, in many cases the best of the day. 
course of the Industrial shares was 
largely independent of the general list. Sugar 
was depressed a fraction at the opening, but 
a very strong buying movement set in on the 
strength of estimates of profits possible under 
the proposed Dingley tariff. The price sagged 
to 111%, ex-dividend, but rose later to 113%. 
The Rubber shares were strong throughout on 
Boston purchases. The total sales of stocks 
aggregated 235,000 shares, and of these Sugar 
and Missouri Pacific absorbed over one hun- 
dred and five thousand shares. 

The bond market moved irregularly on mod- 
erate transactions. The undertone of the 
market was firm, and important gains were 
registered in some cases. The sales were $1,- 
460,000.. Government bonds were neglected, 
but weak in tone. The sales were $4000

| WHAT SOUTHERN. CALIFORNIA’S 


PETROLEUM REFINERY DOES. 


An Industry Which Has Receive 
Little Notice-A Hundred Thou- 
sand Barrels of Producta Per 
‘Year from Petroleum. 


CHINO, Mareh 16.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Chino has become identi- 
fied ‘with the beet-sugar industry to 
guch an extent that outsiders hearing 
the town mentioned inetinctively recall 
that: industry, as though that were the 
only one,of importance in the town. 
But as a matter of fact there is an- 
other industry which stands alone, in all 
Southern California, and is of great im- 
portance. In fact, it is the only oil re- 
finery in the State independent of the 
oil trust. 

‘The fact has been pretty generally ad- 
vertised that the Puente oil wells are 
supplying 80,000 barrels of oil per year 
to the Chino sugar factory, but it is 
‘wrongly supposed that this is crude oil. 
The article which is really supplied to 
the factory is the residue from the oil 
after extracting the gasoline, refined 
petroleum and bengine. This is consid- 
erably over one-half of the bulk sent 
through the pipe line from Puente to 
Chino, and to supply the 80,000 barrels 
contracted for by the factery it is really 
necessary to send about 175,000 barrels. 

As the Puente wells are the only ones 
in Southern California supplying oil for 
refining purposes, and there is just now 
a prospect for a great increase in the 
number of wells in the Puente district, 
it becomes interesting to note the prog- 
ress of the only refinery operatin 
this section of the country. ~ 
. The first year the Chino sugar factory 
tried to use the crude oil from the 
Puente wells it was found that the oil 
was more explosive than . was desired 
for steady fuel. To correct that evil-it 
was decided to erect this refinery and 
extract the explosive elements of the 
‘oil, supplying the factory with the re- 
siduum only. Large works were conse- 
quently erected to refine the oil, a pipe 
line witha capacity of a barrel.a min- 
ute was put.in from Puente to Chino, 
the oj] flowing more than forty miles 


gravityg. This pipe empties into two 
tanks: with @ capacity of 46,000 barrels 
and from these the oil is drawn to two 
having a capacity’ of 500 barrels 
f crude oil per day. There is a large 
amount.of other apparatus connected 
withthe together -with many 
we for-storing the » manufactured 
commodities, the whole being based on 
the capacity of the stills, 


goods of the refinery consisit of gasoline, 
-paititer’s‘ benzine, refined illuminating 
oil,.and gas-engine distillate. The re- 
finery is also capable of turning out 
lubricating ail, but at present this prod- 
ust is permitted to remain in the re- 
siduum, 
_ This refinery is under the manage- 
}metn of J. A. Scott, an refiner of 
wide experfence, and is the property of 
tthe Puente Oil Company. It is not 
probable that many of the housewives 
who use the product of this factory are 
aware that they are patronizing a home 
institution, and yet the shipments of 
the variqus commodities named.is going 
.on from day to day to points all over 
Southern California, ynder the brand of 
the company. 

Inquiry as to the possible future of 
‘this establishment shows that the re- 
finery has a possibility beyond the out- 
put of the company’s own wells, and 
‘with the probable extension of the 
Puente oil district, to which The Times 
has referred, it seems not unlikely that 
Southern California can become some- 
thing like self-sustaining in the maitter 
.of the products of oil as well as in the 
crude oil for fuel purposes.

SAN BERNARDINO, March 16.— 
{Regular Correspondence.) Papers 
were filed yesterday by John L. Camp- 
bell, acting as agent for his brother, 
W. A. Campbell of Minnesota, that will 
lead to important developments in the 
supply of electricity to this valley. 
The papers refer to a filing made March 
14, on 3000 inches of the flow of the 
waters of Lytle Creek at the junction 
of the East, West and Middle forks of 
the river, for the purposes of develop- 
ing power for electricity. By putting 
in a dam at that point and taking the 
water down the bed of the cafion in 
a steel pressure pipe, to a spot just 
above where the water is taken out 
for irrigation purposes, there will be 
gained a fall of 750 feet and the great 
power developed will be utilized for 
electric purposes, furnishing enough to 
run railroads and electric lights to 
most any extent, and the rights of 
the irrigators will not be ‘infringed 
upon. The power house will be but 
ten miles from this city and Colton, and 
still nearer to Rialto, and the possi- 
bilities from this source will revolution- 
ize the electric question in this valley.

| HASTINGS EXAMINED. 


FOR COMMITTING AN ABORTION 
UPON FANNY NORRIS, COLORED. 


By Order of Justice Owens the Court 
is Cleared and Everybody Ex- 
cluded from the Courtroom, 
The People Rest. 


The preliminary examination of Cal- 
vin S. Hastings on a charge of commit- 
ting,an abortion upon the person of the 
colored girl, Fanny Norris, occupied 
Justice Owens all day yesterday, the 
people finishing their case. The defend- 
ant’s side is yet to be heard, from. 
Henry T. Gage and J. T. Jones appeared 
for the defendant, and Deputy District 
Attorney McComas for the people. 

The court was crowded, but on mo- 
tion of: Deputy-District Attorney Mc- 
Comas the court was cleared of every- 
body, including all witnesses except 
Fanny Norris and Detective Bradish, 
who had taken the girl’s statement at 
the County Hospital. Missi Norris was 
at once put on the stand for the. people, 
though she was very weak and nervous, 
having been brought in from the hos- 
pital in the’ morning. On the witness 
stand Miss Norris told a different tale 
from that which formed her statement 
to Detective Bradish, and witnesses at 
the County Hospital.» She testified that 
she had heard the detective inquiring 
for her on the day that Hastings was 
arrested. She said that she had been 
taking treatment from Hastings daily, 
working all the time and going every 
day to the hospital. 
in Hastings’s establishment on the Sat- 
urday previous to her arrest. . 

Detective Bradish. gave testimony as 
to the finding of the girl, and identified 
the instruments shown as those taken 
from Hastings’s hospital. Drs. Powers, 


of the girl, of the operation performed 
on her at the County Hospital, and of 
the fact that the girl had had a mis- 
carriage. When shown the instruments, 
the doctors said that they would be 
sufficient to cause a miscarriage. Dr. 
Raymond Taylor testified to attending 
the double operation necessary to save 
the girl’s life. 

Here the people rested, and Henry T. 
Gage the defendants’ counsel, moved 
to dismiss the charge on the ground of 
insufficient evidence. The motion be- 
ing denied, the case was continued to 2 
‘Clock ‘this afternoon. 


DIED OF _ALCOHOLISM. 


An Autopsy That Michael 
Did Not Commit Suicide. 

The dead body of Henry Michael, 
a German gardener, was found yes- 
terday morning by Harry Carrick 
in a shanty at the rear of the latter’s 
residence, 135 North Griffin avenue, 
East Los Angeles. The body was re- 
moved to Paul’s undertaking rooms, 
where Coroner Campbell last night 
held an inquest over the remains. 


in. East Los Angéles for the past three 
‘years, occupying the shanty where he 
was found dead. He did odd jobs about 
that part of town, and was last seen 
by Mr. Carrick on Sunday evening 
about eight o’clock, evidently under the 
influence of liquor. An. empty glass, 
containing a small quantity of 
powdered strychnine found by his 
bedside, gave color to the theory of 
suicide,. His position when found, with 


all the muscles violently cantracted 
‘and the shape of ‘the body. distorted, 


added to this belief. Dr. Cobin, how- 
ever, performed an autopsy, and found. 
that the man had an alcoholic heart, 
in just the stage to have caused the 
death. There were such small evidences 
of poisoning that the coroner's jury 
quickly returned a verdict of death 
from alcoholism. . 

August May and Harry Carrick iden- 
tified the remains, and William Shulte 
gave some information as to the man’s 
antecedents. Miahael was in the Ger- 
man army before coming to America. 
He was thirty-seven years of age and 
was addicted to the use of spirits, a 
habit which evidently caused his death, 
he having for the last few days com- 
plained of his health. Shulte said 
Michael had a brother in St. Paul, 
Minn., in the saloon business, but be- 
yond that knew nothing about the 
dead man’s relations. Michael’s 
brother has been notified, and the body 
is lying at Paul’s undertaking rooms, 
awaiting a reply. 


He Was a Bad Man. 

For the past two nights life has been 
made hideous for the denizens of Ala- 
meda street by the noisy and insistent 
blowing of a police whistle in the hands 
of some person unknown. Last night 
Officer Hubbard captured Louis L. 
Kelsey in the act, and fastened onto 
him. Kelsey, who had been drinking, 
announced that he was a bad man, and 
blew the whistle again. Hubbard sent 
for the wagon, and piled Kelsey in. All 
the way up to the station Kelsey was 
telling every one what, a bad man he 
was, and finished each*remark by try- 
ing to jump out of the city carriage. 
At the station he started to show fight, 
but was promptly squelched and 
locked up.
